Van de Kamp’s Coin 

Much has been publish in the past couple of months 
about District Attorney John Van de Kamp so-called 
“crack-down” on those errant fathers who are failing to 
pay their child support commitments. Reams and reams 
of material have been given the news media on the steps 
being taken and those contemplated by the District At¬ 
torney’s Office. 

The figures being put forth are impressive, to say 
the least on the amount of “pay-ups” the District At¬ 
torney collects each month. Now comes word that the 
District Attorney will, as a result of a study by the Red 
din Commission, revamp his child support operations. 
The “streamlining” is now in progress and reports being 
fed the news media indicate the pressure will increase 
on those fathers Who by their lack of support payments 
are creating an additional burden on the taxpayers, who 
must provide this support. 

The monthly figures quoted by the DA are impressive 
and deal i,n the millions and if you don’t bother to look 
any deeper one would have the tendency to feel that the 
Van de Kamp cup “runneth, over” but alas they forget 
to quote the percentage of that which i s not collected. 
Remember that this coin too has two sides, and to get 
the complete picture it is necessary to turn the coin over. 

For instance, we know of one instance where the 
errant husband sought to make a pay-up and sent a 
cashier’s check for $400 with the notation that by en¬ 
dorsement of the check his account to his children would 
be paid in full to that date. The real amount owed was 
well over three times that amount. The mother took the 
check to the District Attorney’s office for advice and was 
told to accept the payment under those conditnons as: 
"Probably better than we can do since he is used to 
being paid ‘ander the table’ by his employers.” 

Using this a criteria might well indicate that instead 
of the Distict Attorney’s cup "running over” it might just 
be one-third full, but to -us it looks like it might be 
more like two-thirds empty. 

Streamlining a bureau makes good copy, but if it 
doesn’t acoomplish the job it certainly isn’t going to be 
of much help to this particular mother and her two chil¬ 
dren who must work and scrimp and save in order to 
get by and keep herself and her children off the welfare 
rolls. 

Yes, one side of the coin is bright and shiny but let’s 
not forget the other side could very well bo tarnished 
and worn and not so pretty to look at. 

Va,n de Kap is runing for election to thi s office; con¬ 
sider carefully what he says, he might be quoting only 
what is on one side of the coin. The other side might 
be the side that concerns you. 

Tax Hike! 

A startling revelation on alternate plans to finance 
Supervisor Baxter Ward’s multi-billion dollar mass transit 
system — including an 83 cent property tax hike or a 
25-cent per gallon gasoline levy — were unveiled last 
week before the Sun Valley Chamber, Dave Dalsimer 
who is challenging the incumbent, disclosed recently. 

Topping it all off, Ward apparently is now agreeing 
with financial experts that his mass transit system will 
cost in excess of $11 billion — the most expensive pub¬ 
lic works project in California’s history,” Dalsimer as- 
seted. "Ward is bound and determined to make us all 
tax slaves forever." 

The surprising announcement came when Doug Ring, 
a Ward administrative assistant, spoke before the Sun 
Valey Chamber of Commerce on March 17 in an effort 
to sell the mas s transit concept, Dalsimer revealed. 

Ward's assistant was quoted by a Sun Valley Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce spokesman as saying that in addition 
to the one cent sales tax increase being proposed solely 
for Los Angeles County, two other financing schemes 
were under consideration. 

Dalsimer disclosed that Ward’s aide stated that one 
plan would increase taxes on all property by 89 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. This would mean that on a $32,000 
home, the annual tax cost would soar $71.20 and con¬ 
tinue for at least the next 20 years. 

The alternate to this proposal would be a 25 cents 
per gallon tax increase in the price of gasoline, Ward’s 
asssitant was reported to have said. 

“Most people use at least 20 gallons per week, at 
this rate the annual cost would be about $250, and that 
would be absolutely impossible,” Dalsimer charged. “It’s 
hard to believe but that’s exactly what was said by Ward’s 
aides last week.” 

Ward, wiho has neglected hi s other efforts while con¬ 
centrating on his expensive mass transit proposal, has 
a mania for trains. It is reported that when he travels 
for any distance he usually gees by train and arranges 
to sit with the engineer, Dalsimer added. 

“What makes it absolutely ludicrous is that the 
mas; transit system all but misses the sprawling Fifth 
Sup< rvisorial District which covers the northern half of 
the cc-Jrtty,” Dalsimer continued. ‘Taking Ward’s figures 
from his 'Sunset Ccast Lnie’ booklet, if the one cent 
sales tax increase is approved by the voters ( the annual 
average cost to the ‘forgotten 5th’ district would be $91 
million every year — and it would be absolutely worth¬ 
less to more than a million of the district’s citizens.” 

Dalsimer, a successful Sun Valley business executive 
for 20 years, says 'it's about time we stop this runaway 
taxation. We need elected officials who know how to sub¬ 
tract — instead of ihow to add more and more onto the 
backs of the taxpayers.” 

A long-time civic leader in the San Fernanda Valley, 
Dalsim r will face Ward and two others in the June 8 
primary election.

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TAX FAX

Would you believe? Th« 
Tax Court is now holding 
that a civic league organiza¬ 
tion that it not taxed on its 
own income but holds a 
weekly bingo open to the 
public will be taxed on the 
fund raiser, finding that the 
bingo is a side business. A 
call to the people in L.A. who 
handle such things for our 
District elicited this infor¬ 
mation. If the event is reg¬ 
ularly scheduled as opposed 
to occasional, the Internal 
Revenue Service is interest¬ 
ed. 

We couldn’t get a definite 
answer as to when an oc¬ 
casional event becomes reg¬ 
ularly scheduled, but t h c 
Section was proud to an¬ 
nounce that they had told 
PTA groups they would be 
taxed on such activities.

Say, don’t forget that if 
you are an .alien, you come 
under special rules.

Also, any income 
that you receive from out¬ 
side these United Sta t e s 
might be taxable, but the 
taxes that you paid in the 
foreign country are usually 
deductible. One other thing, 
a non-resident alien cannot 
take the standard deduction 
and if the husband or wife 
has a mate in a foreign 
country, then they cannot 
take the standard deduction. 

Another cute wrinkle ar¬ 
rived at by the Internal 
Revenue Service is this one: 
A new ruling by the Service 
has said that any taxpayer 
who had no income of their 
own but filed a joint return 
in base computation years, 
then was divorced cannot 
use Income Averaging to 
compute taxes. Needless to 
say, this would usually be a 
woman who stayed home to 
raise the family. 

Now, we’re not women’s 
lib types, per se, but this 
sems to be arbitrary dis 
crimination to us. We can’t 
understand how this one got 
by the ladies. We have made 
some calls to the IRS to get 
a clarification of the ruling, 
but haven’t been fully satis¬ 
fied. The first thing that 
one can see is that the rul¬ 
in' - ' conflicts with community 
property law. Maybe, just 
maybe, the Service has made 
a misstep and may have to 
retract their ruling. That is, 
they may have to retract un¬ 
less they are suddenly the 
final word in the making of 
the laws that govern us.
